K-State vs Nebraska 


October 8, 1977 


As far as personalities go, Kansas State fans 
will be viewing a different type of Nebraska foot- 
ball team than the ones they are accustomed to 
seeing. And hopefully. Cornhusker fans will see 
a different brand of K-State ballclub than they 
have in the past. 


In recent years Nebraska. with the golden 
arms of David Humm and Vince Ferragamo, has 
Stung with the pass. 

Through the first four outings of 1977. the Big 
Red Machine has dealt its biggest licks via the 
run. The ‘Huskers are averaging 285 yards per 
game on the ground led by tailbacks |. M. Hipp 
(No. 32) and Rick Berns (No. 35). 


Hipp. a 200-pound sophomore, gained 252 
yards in NU’s 31-13 victory over Indiana last 
Saturday. He and the 205-pound Berns have 
averaged 180 yards per game between them. 


That isn't to say Nebraska can’t pass, though. 
Quarterbacks Tom Sorley (No. 12) and Randy 
Garcia (No. 18) have completed 34 passes for 
°510 yards and four touchdowns. 

Nebraska. after being surprised by Washing- 
ton State, 19-10, in the season opener, has 
reeled off victories over Alabama (31-24). Baylor 
(31-10) and Indiana (31-13). 

Kansas State hasn't been so fortunate in the 
victory column. But the Wiidcats unveiled a new 
arsenal of their own — a balanced offense — in 
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losing a 24-21 cliff-hanger to nationally-ranked 
Mississippi State. 

Led by the Green boys. Mack and Charley. 
KSU ran for 273 yards and passed for 208, the 
biggest offensive production since 1971. 

Mack fell only eight yards shy of establishing a 
Kansas State single-game rushing record when 
he gained 181 yards in 37 carries. 

Charley caught five passes for 105 yards. 
Both of them were a part of 50-yard plays. 

“I'm sure everybody on our offensive unit has 
confidence in what they are doing now,'' notes 
Wildcat boss Ellis Rainsberger. “We know we 
can move the ball. We still need to learn how to 
win.” 

The offensive outburst overshadowed a stellar 
K-State defensive performance which saw the 
‘Cats limit high-powered Mississippi State to 
only 177 yards rushing and 99 yards through the 
air. 

“I've been proud of our defense all along,” 
Rainsberger continues, ‘‘butthis (Nebraska) will 
be by far our biggest test. particularly in defens- 
ing the run.”’ 

Kansas State will be looking for its first con- 
ference victory since the season finale of 1974 
(Colorado). 

Nebraska leads the series 49-10-2. Kansas 
State's last victory against the Cornhuskers was 
12-0 in 1968.

K-Staters in the Pros 








From Little-Known to Well-Known

lf you were to pick a school which presently 
has two starting quarterbacks in the National 
Football League. a school like Ohio State or 
UCLA might come to your mind. 

But if you're a follower of Kansas State athle- 
tics. then you already know that two K-State 
qrads, Lynn Dickey and Steve Grogan, are at the 
controls of their respective teams. 

Dickey's and Grogan’s stories are tailor-made 
for a Tinsel town movie script. The small-town 





Kansas boys who make it big in pro football and 
marry their college sweethearts, then live hap- 
pily ever after, Although in Dickey’s case he's 
had to endure more before success has come his 
way. 

Dickey first became disenchanted with foot- 
ball after his initial semester at K-State. 

“| just wasn'thappy with anything," reflected 
Dickey. “Suddenly football was over and life just 
stopped for me. In high school | had always been 
able to move from sport to sport.”

Green Bay quarterback Lynn Dickey, a former K-State standout, suffered through several disappointing 
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seasons wilh the Houston Oilers before claiming the starting job with the Packers, 


Dickey continued, ‘Shortly before the second 
semester | called Hindman Wall (a Gibson assis- 
tant who is presently the athletic director at 
Tulane) and told him | wasn't coming back. 
Coach Gibson came to the phone and said 
plenty, Itwas probably the best thing he ever did 
for me.” 

After Dickey’s freshman frustrations were 
over, he went on to become the most prolific 
passer in Big Eight history, completing 501 of 
994 aerial attempts for 6.208 yards and 29 
touchdowns. 

The nation’s colleges produced such pro 
quarterbacks as Archie Manning, Ken Anderson, 
Jim Plunkett, Dan Pastorini and Dickey in 1971, 
making ‘71 known as the ‘Year of the Quarter- 
back.” 

Most folks still figured the 6-4, 210-pound 
native of Osawatomie to be a clinch first-round 
draft choice, but he didn't get the call until the 
third round 

Houston had made Dickey their third-round 
draft choice. The two-time all-Big Eight selection 
labored in the shadow of Dan Pastorini for five 
seasons and was plaqued with a variety of nag- 
ging injuries. He enjoyed his best season with 
the Oilers in 1973 when he completed 71 of 120 
passes for 888 yards and he led Houston to their 
only win of the season 

At the end of the 75 season, Green Bay head 
coach and general manager Bart Starr went 
searching for a quarterback to lead his Packers 
and Houston convinced him Dickey was their 
man, and he proved them right. 

Dickey entrenched himself as the Packs’ No. 1 
signal-caller, leading them to four victories in 
ten starts before missing the final four games of 
the ‘76 campaign with a shoulder separation. 
Statistically, he completed 115 of 243 passes for 
1.465 yards and seven touchdowns 

Steve Grogan. like Lynn Dickey. is what every 
mother would like her son to be — tall, hand- 
some, athletically inclined, possessor of leader- 
ship qualities, and always a gentleman. 

Grogan is the other half of K-State s NFL quar- 
terbacking duo. The 6-4, 205-pounder from Ot- 
tawa was picked by the New England Patriots in 
round five of the 1975 draft 

Grogan, a two-time all-Big Eight academic 
selection, left Manhattan as K-State’s third- 
leading career passer behind Dickey and Dennis 
Morrison. As a Wildcat, he completed 166 of 
371 attempts for 2,213 yards and twelve touch- 
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downs. His stats could have been much better 
except for the fact that he pinched a nerve in his 
neck that hampered him throughout his senior 
year 

After making the team, Grogan saw action in 
13 of the Patriots’ 14 1975 games. He started 
seven of the club's last eight games and against 
Buffalo he completed 25 passes for 365 yards in 
helping the Pats establish a club record of 498 
yards of total offense in a single game. His 25 
completions in a single game was also a club 
record 

His rookie performance so impressed head 
coach and general manager Chuck Fairbanks, 
that he traded former Heisman Trophy winner 
Jim Plunkett to San Francisco — thus paving the 
way for Grogan to be a starting NFL quarterback 
in just his second season. 

Grogan gave the Patriots exactly what they 
needed — a shotin the arm that paved the way to 
an 11-3 season, a tie for the AFC Eastern Divi- 
sion title. and nearly an AFC championship. The 
eventual Super Bowl champion Oakland Raiders 
bested the Patriots 24-21 inthe first round of the 
playoffs. 

Grogan passed for over 1,900 yards and 18 
touchdowns. ran for an additional 12 touch- 
downs, and established a new NFL standard for 
touchdowns scored by rushing for quarter- 
backs. 
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Former Wildcat Don Calhoun operated in the 
shadows of Isaac Jackson while at K-State, but has 
since made his mark wilh the New England Patriots. 
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K-State fans should be familiar with one of 
Grogan’s teammates, fullback Don Calhoun. A 
6-0, 215-pound native of Wichita, Calhoun 
gained over 721 yards on the ground for New 
England and his 5.6 yards per carry average was 
tops in the NFL. 

In the Patriots’ late season drive towards the 
playoffs, Calhoun produced four consecutive 
100-yard rushing performances. For his efforts 
he was awarded with the club's 1976 ‘Unsung 
Hero” award 

Despite playing in the shadow of Isaac Jack- 
son, the leading rusher in Wildcat history, 
Calhoun dashed for 1,300 yards and Six scores as 
a collegian. He was drafted by Buffalo in the 
tenth round upon graduation in 19/4, and he 
was released by the Bills in the middle of the next 
season. The Patriots picked Calhoun up on 
waivers and have never regretted the move 

One of the most successful K-Staters in the 
NFL, despite a general lack of recognition, is St. 
Louis Cardinal defensive end Ron Yankowski, 

At 6-5, 250 pounds, Yankowski has been a 
regular for the Cards since he was an eighth- 
round draft choice in 1971. The two-time all-Big 
Eight selection weighed just 212 pounds as a 
Wildcat even though he played defensive tackle. 

One of Yankowski's Kansas State teammates 
was Clarence Scott, the 1971 first-round draft 
choice of the Cleveland Browns, Scott has en- 
joyed a successful career in the play-for-pay 
league and was even tabbed as Cleveland's Most 
Valuable Player following the 1973 season 

“Clarence is the most determined player I've 
ever seen.” noted Brown head coach Forrest 
Gregg. “He's the best tackler among our defen- 
sive Dacks and is our Most consistent member of 
the secondary. 

Henry Childs, the New Orleans Saints’ No. 1 
tight end. was one of the most productive re- 
ceivers in K-State history. After latching on to 95 
passes for 1.365 yards and three touchdowns as 
a Wildcat, Childs was selected by Atlanta in the 
fifth-round of the 1974 draft. 

Childs was signed by New Orleans as a free 
agent prior to the final game of the ‘74 season. A 
native of Thomasville, Ga., Childs enjoyed his 
most productive year as a professional in 19/6, 
when he latched onto 26 aerials for 349 yards 
and three touchdowns. With the return of Archie 
Manning to the Saints lineup, Childs’ totals 
should rise considerably 

A 1969 Kansas State graduate, Larry Brownis 


a member of the Washington Redskins Public 
Relations Department. But before Brown retired 
toa ‘front office’ job he carried the football for 
the Redskins. 

And he carried the football enough (1.530 
times) to become the eleventh leading rusher of 
all time in the NFL with 5.875 yards and 35 
touchdowns, 

Brown's career at K-State really never got off

the ground, mainly because of a hearing defi- 
ciency that was not discovered until his first year 
as a professional 

The late Vince Lombardi. who coached the 
Redskins during the 1969 season, noticed that 
Brown was always a second late getting off the 
snap count 

Brown went to doctors who discovered a 
hearing problem but resolved the handicap by 
designing a helmet with a built-in hearing aid 

In 1970 he became the first Redskin ever to 
gain 1,000 yards rushing when he sprinted for 
1,125 yards, and in 1972 Brown established a 
new ciub record of 1,216 yards rushing as he 
earned NFL Player-of-the-Year honors 

The Wildcat faithful can bet that someday 
names like Davenport. Thompson, Lampkin, 
Lovely, Franklin, Landry, Cummings, and Spani 
will join 26 other K-State alums who have made 
pro-football a living since 1970 


Coach Ellis Rainsberger and Staff 





The days of us taking anything from anybody 
are over at Kansas State. We plan to be highly 
competitive from here on out.” 

Those are the prophetic words of K-State 
football boss Ellis Rainsberger, who approaches 
the 1977 season with optimism of the guarded 
nature. He believes two seasons of laying pain- 
staking groundwork and the careful recruiting of 
outstanding athletes will begin to show positive 
results. 

“We know most people have picked us eighth 
(in the Big Eight), almost unanimously,’’ Rains- 
berger reminds, ‘“‘but neither our football 
players, or our coaches believe that. We have a 
much better team than we had last year." 

Quite simply, since Ellis Rainsberger's arrival 
at Kansas State two years ago, Wildcat football 
players have weighed more, stood taller and ran 
faster. 

“We are beginning to get the ingredients 
(speed and size) we want, now it’s just a matter 
of how well we put it all together,"’ Rainsberger 
adds. 

He certainly is no stranger to being involved in 
building programs. Classic examples of his con- 
tributions were Washburn and Wisconsin. 

In 1964 at Washburn, his first head coaching 
job, he guided the Ichabods to an 8-1 season, 
and the school's first conference championship 
in 31 years. At Wisconsin, he served as offen- 
sive and recruiting coordinator in 1973 and 
1974. The latter year, under Rainsberger’s tutel- 
age, the Badgers ranked eighth in the nation in 
scoring, and second in the Big Ten in total of- 
fense, and wound up with a 7-4 record. 

It was those type of coaching feats which 
made Rainsberger a solid choice for KSU's head 
football coaching position in 1975. 

The added plus was the fact that 
Rainsberger's purple ties are deep. He received 
his B.S. degree from here in 1958, and was a 
Wildcat football standout. 

That's how most K-Staters first became ac- 
quainted with the dynamo from East St. Louis, 
Ill. They remembered that square-jawed, crew- 
cut fighter who thrived on enthusiasm and de- 
termination, playing regardless of injury. He was 
a two-time all-Big Seven performer (although 
weighing less than 200 pounds) and captained 
the Bus Mertes-coached KSU football squads in 
1956 and 1957. And he was only KSU's third 
academic all-American footballer. 

Current K-State footballers obviously have 
been influenced by Rainsberger. They are a 
squad full of ‘100 percenters,”’ who play with 
the same gritted enthusiasm displayed by their 
tutor during his salad days at KSU. 
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If you re looking for that deep, booming voice 
on the K-State practice field look no further than 
KSU’s smallest coach — Dave Dunkelberger. 

‘Dunk,’ as he is affectionately known, 
coaches like he speaks — with authority. He is 
responsible for molding K-State’s secondary 
into a well-drilled unitin just three years. Before 
coming to K-State he was an assistant at West- 
ern Illinois in 1974, 

The 38-year-old native of Miamisburg, Ohio, 
was a three-sport standout in high school and 
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DAVE DUNKELBERGER 


defensive backs 
held several records in track. 

He also was a standout in both football and 
track at Indiana's DePauw University, captained 
DePauw's track team, and was named the 
school’s Gentleman-Scholar-Athlete his senior 
year. He could ‘‘do it all.” 

Dunkelberger spent assistant coaching stints 
at Cincinnati from 1963-66 and again from 
1969-72, at Indiana State from 1966-68, and at 
Virginia in 1973 before moving to Western II- 
linols, 


J. W. EMERSON 


quarterbacks—receivers 

One of the state's most successful high 
school coaches, J. W. Emerson has made an 
immediate impact on the college scene at 
K-State. The soft-spoken Emerson, in addition 
to tutoring KSU's varsity quarterbacks and re- 
ceivers, guided the 1976 Wildcat junior varsity 
to the best year in the school’s history — 4-1. 

Before moving to K-State, Emerson had 
coached Manhattan High to an overall record of 
55-16 highlighted by seven straight winning 
seasons. 

Particularly adept at developing younger 





players, Emerson's tenure at Manhattan High 
included all or a share of four league titles anda 
Class 4A title in 1974. His Indians posted their 
first unbeaten regular season in 14 years in 1975 
before losing to Kansas City’s Bishop Ward in 
the first round of the playoffs. 

Three of his Indian products — Gary Spani, 
John Liebe and Tim Buchannan — are members 
of KSU's varsity. 

Emerson coached at the high school level for 
22 years including stints at Ottawa and Colum- 
bus in Kansas and Ava and Lamar in Missouri.

Chartered in 1869 under the terms of the 
Land-Grant College Act of 1862, the University 
of Nebraska now is an institution of three major 
components — the University of Nebraska-

“Everything is Relative” 


Wildcat boss Jack Hartman will come straight 
out and admit Kansas State's 1977-78 men’s 
basketball team “should be as good, maybe 
evena little better’ than last year’s edition which 
certainly wasn't shabby considering Big Eight 
conference and post-season titles, its 23-8 
Overall mark and its one-point loss to NCAA 
champion Marquette. 

Hartman, league coach of the year in 1977, 
welcomes back all-American guard Mike Evans, 
Big Eight Newcomer-of-the-Year Curtis Redding 
and backcourt sparkplug Scott Langton. A solid 
nucleus in any league. 

But before K-State fans, sometimes referred 
to as the Purple Horde, rush forth to make post- 
season plans and motel reservations, they 
should listen to the rest of Hartman's thoughts. 

“Even though we may be a little better, it’s all 
relative,” KSU's coaching genius reasons, 
‘Most everybody else in the leaque will be so 
much better. ..Kansas for sure, Colorado for 
darn sure, and Oklahoma for certain. The entire 
league looks improved.” 

Meaning of course, in order to repeat the 
Cats will have a much tougher go than in 1977 
when they won their last seven league contests 
and finished with an 11-3 mark.

Dassie, considered by many the most under- 
rated player in the Big Eight, was the glue in 
K-State’s front line a year ago. He averaged 13 
points per contest and led the team in rebound- 
Ing, many of his retrieves coming on the offen- 
sive boards. 

Also missing is Darryl Winston, who held his 
ownin 1976-77 as K-State’s ‘‘big man.” The 6-5 
Winston scored in double figures and was the 
team's second-leading rebounder. 

Still, Hartman strongly believes that de- 
velopment and improvement of K-State’s 6-11 
seniors — Dan Hickert and Jerry Black — give 
the ‘Cats an opportunity to “be better at the 
pivot,” 

Plus, he’s planning on a more consistent 
campaign from the maturing Redding, a 6-5 
sophomore, who at times as a yearling was 
awesome. And at times — wasn't. 

The Brooklyn. N.Y. native averaged 16.6 
points per game, was the third leading reboun- 
der and led the team in scoring on 11 different 
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occasions. There were contests when Redding 
did it all. Versus Kansas at Lawrence, Redding 
poured in 34 points, the most ever by a first-year 
player at K-State. He added 27 in KSU’s 80-67 
win over the Jayhawks in the Big Eight post- 
season tourney, then scored 32 versus Provi- 
dence in the NCAA first-round. 

If ever a player came through when a team 
needed him, Redding did for the Wildcats in 
1976-77. His role this campaign will be differ- 
ent, however. ‘Curtis must accept more fe- 
sponsibility and leadership this year,” Hartman 
maintains. 

Kansas State also will be relying heavily on 
added experience and savvy from Langton, who 
ran the offense, glittered on defense, and scored 
in double figures after becoming a backcourt 
regular at mid-season. 

Quality depth, a weakness for the ‘Cats a year 





ago, should be better. For starters, there's the 
one-two kick of Hickert and Black at center, in 
addition to the availability of junior Keith Frazier, 
sophomore Fred Barton, and blue-chip fresh- 
men Rolando Blackman of Brooklyn, N.Y., and 
Thomas Freeman of Lynwood. Calif 

Barton, a 6-2 product of Edwardsville, Ill., 
who saw only limited action a year ago, |S ex- 
pected to push Langton for the one guard spot 
after developing rapidly in the off-season. 

The other guard spot is a little more certain. 

That's where Mike Evans performs his act 
about as well aS anyone in the business. 

The 6-1 Evans, who has thrilled Big Eight fans 
for three seasons with his long-range jumpers, 
unbelievable moves and underwear-tight de- 





fense, needs only 126 points to become the 
most prolific scorer in K-State history. The three- 
time all-league selection needs to tally only 380 
to become the Big-Eight’s all-time scorer. Evans 
averaged 18.3 a year ago while reaping AP's 
Player-of-the-Year league honors. 

Best bet to replace Dassie? Steve Soldner, a 
6-7, 225-pound junior, whose playing time and 
success improved dramatically at the end of 
1977. Soldner is a good shooter and a rugged 
rebounder but lacks Dassie’s mobility and 
quickness. 

Assuming we play Soldner and Hickert or 
Black in front-line, we're going to be sacrificing 
the speed and quickness we had last year,” 
Hartman points out, ‘but hopefully we can make 
up for that with better size.” 

“In other words, we are taking away one 
dimension of our game, but adding another.

Some situations we caused a year ago no longer 
will be possible, but some new ones will be,” 
Hartman adds. 

As mentioned earlier, the 6-5 Blackman, 
quick and a good jumper, along with sopho- 
more Dean Danner are expected to provide 
back-up support at the forwards. Later help could- 
come from frosh Kevin Ogle, and Brent Murphy, 
6-8 and 6-7 respectively, In time, similar con- 
tributions are anticipated from Greg Prudhoe, a 
6-11 yearling center, 

'L like the looks of this K-State squad. Hart- 
man concludes.

Old Mascot Retires Film to Feature Band 


Kansas State University’s venerable mascot, Touchdown 
VIII. retires today and will be replaced by two wildcat cubs. 

The three-month-old-cubs — a male and a female who will 
Share the title — were littermates in the Lincoln, Nebraska 
Children’s Zoo. 

The ‘Touchdown Twins” make their official debut today 
when they are presented to KSU President Duane Acker and 
Manhattan's Sunset Zoo at ceremonies planned before today's 
K-State-Nebraska game. The presentation will be made by 
representatives of the Lincoln Children’s Zoo. 

Touchdown VIII, who has reigned since 1971, has been 
showing his age, so Tom Demry, director of Sunset Zoo, 
started looking for a successor. He considers the zoo lucky to 
have been able to arrange for not one, but two, bobcat cubs. 

‘We're fortunate because bobcats soon will be on the 
endangered species list and it is getting difficult, even for 
zoos. to obtain them.” 

Demry said Sunset Zoo will be swapping several prairie dog 
pairs for the bobcats. 

Touchdown VIII was a movie star, appearing in two Walt 
Disney productions, ‘Wahoo’ and ‘‘Those Catloways,’’ be- 
fore taking up his career as the K-State mascot. 

He is the latest in a line that traces back to 1922 when two 
K-State graduates in veterinary medicine shipped a wildcat to 
Manhattan from Twin Falls, Idaho. That wildcat had battted a 
porcupine just before his trip and was unable to eat because 
quills obstructed his throat. He died without ever seeing a 
K-State touchdown scored. 

Touchdown II had a 14-year-reign before dying of heat 
prostration, and was followed by [Il and IV, both of whom died 
from pneumonia. 

Touchdown V was found dead between Topeka and 
Lawrence after having been stolen by some University of 
Kansas fans prior to the 1955 game. Touchdown VI died from 
pneumonia in 1959, but Touchdown VII reigned until 1971 
when he died of old age at 14 — two years over the average life 
span for wildcats.
